Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company  ;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  'to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  .peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  bo  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci¬ 
fying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.  Such 
notice  shall  be  published  in  the  British  Columbia 
Gazette  and  in  one  daily  and  one  weekly  newspaper 
freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of  the  Province. 
When  the  proposed  Private  Bill  is  of  a  local  nature, 
the  notice  shall  be  furthermore  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  the  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  therein,  then  in  the  nearest 
electoral  district  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published. 
Such  notice  shall  in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is

presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
lime  hereinbefore  limited,  shall,  in  cither  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi¬ 
davit  or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  (he  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  iy2  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
Page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
C'lerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a  model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A  copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor¬ 
porating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill' shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 


Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it.  may  be  pro¬ 
posed  to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies 
m  addition  to  the  fee  of  $.300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.

HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report  dated  29th  June,  192.”, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  2nd  October, 
1912.  P.C,  2695,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  was 
authorized  to  execute  an  agreement  with  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  the  Chilliwack-Sumas  Drain¬ 
age  and  Dyking  Project,  in  the  Province  of  British 
(  olumbia,  for  the  sale  to  the  said  Commissioners 
of  twelve  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(12.12(1)  acres  of  Crown  land  for  the  nominal 
consideration  of  one  dollar  ($1),  subject  to  certain 
conditions  for  the  reclamation  of  the  said  land  by 
drainage  and  dyking,  and  that  such  an  agreement, 
dated  the  8th  February,  1913,  was  duly  made.  The 
conditions  of  this  agreement  were,  however,  not 
fulfilled  by  the  said  Commissioners  and  the  agree¬

The  land  applied  for  is  within  the  boundaries 
and  forms  part  of  the  Sumas  Drainage,  Dyking, 
and  Development  District  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  applicants  to  efficiently  reclaim  the 
land  applied  for,  together  with  other  land  now  in 
private  ownership  comprised  within  the  said  dis¬ 
trict.

Memorandum  of  Agreement,  made  in  duplicate 
this  day  of  ,  a.d. 

Between 

His  Majesty  King  George  the  Fifth  in  the 
right  of  his  Dominion  of  Canada,  represented 
herein  by  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  of  Canada  (hereinafter  called  “  the 
Minister”),  of  the  first  part; 
and 

His  Majesty  King  George  tiie  Fifth  in  the 
right  of  his  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
represented  herein  by  the  Honourable  the 
Mi  nister  of  Agriculture  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  (hereinafter  called  “  the 
Purchaser”),  of  the  second  part. 

Whereas  the  land  hereinafter  described  is 
Dominion  land  within  the  meaning  of  the  “  Rail¬ 
way  Belt  Act”  and  is  included  in  a  drainage  dis¬ 
trict  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia: 

And  whereas  the  Purchaser  has  applied  to  the 
Minister  for  the  sale  by  His  Majesty  in  the  right 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  of  certain  land  in 
Townships  Nineteen  (19),  Twenty  (20).  Twenty- 
two  (22),  and  Twenty-three  (23),  east  of  the  Coast 
meridian,  containing  twelve  thousand  one  hundred 
and  twenty  (12,120)  acres,  more  or  less,  more  par¬ 
ticularly  described  hereafter : 
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And  whereas  the  Purchaser  has  submitted  to 
tlie  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports,  plans,  and 
estimates  of  costs  of  the  reclamation  project: 

And  whereas  the  said  project  is  now  rapidly 
approaching  complet ion  : 

And  whereas  the  Purchaser  is  willing  to  assume 
complete  responsibility  for  the  cll'eclive  reclamation 
of  th<‘  said  lands,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Provincial  laws  and  regulations  thereunder 
which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  in  force: 

And  whereas  the  Purchaser  is  willing  to  assume 
complete  responsibility  for  fair  and  equitable  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  .prospective  settlers  on  the  said  lands, 
both  as  regards  the  carrying-out  and  maintaining 
effective  reclamation  as  well  as  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  of  sale : 

Now,  THEREFORE,  THIS  AGREEMENT  WITNESSETH,

When  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  said 
lands  shall  have  been  certified  by  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  by  a  writing  under  his 
hand  to  have  been  effectively  reclaimed, 
the  Minister  shall  thereupon  cause  Letters 
Patent  to  be  issued  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  Canada  for  any  part  or  parts  of  the 
said  lands  in  the  name  either  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  or  of  the  lawful 
owner  or  occupier  of  the  said  part  or  parts 
as  the  Purchaser  may  request: 

(c. )  Such  surveys  as  the  Surveyor-General  of 
Canada  may  consider  necessary  as  pre¬ 
liminary  to  the  transfer  of  lands  referred 
to  herein  shall  be  made  by  a  Dominion 
Land  Surveyor  under  instructions  of  the 
Surveyor-General  of  Canada,  but  at  the 
expense  of  the  Government  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia  : 

(/. )  It  is  hereby  agreed  and  understood  that  the 
Schedule  of  lands  hereto  attached,  showing 
the  Dominion  lands  to  be  included  in  the 
Sumas  Drainage,  Dyking,  and  Development 
District,  and  referred  to  in  this  Agreement, 
is  only  approximate.

miiE  c  oinmittee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
JL  before  them  a  report,  dated  20th  June,  1923, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  the 
Vancouver  Power  Company,  of  Vancouver,  British 
Columbia,  has  applied  to  purchase  Fractional 
Legal  Subdivisions  13  and  14  of  Section  3,  Town¬ 
ship  5,  Range  7,  west  of  the  7th  meridian,  con¬ 
taining  approximately  38.9  acres,  to  protect  its 
power-station  on  adjoining  lands. 

In  1912,  when  the  Company  first  applied  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  above  land,  it  was  under  lease  for  quarry¬ 
ing  purposes.  It  was  represented  by  the  Company 
that  blasting  operations  would  seriously  affect  the 
power-station,  which  had  cost  over  $1,000,000.  The 
Company  acquired  the  quarrying  rights,  which  it 
has  now  relinquished  to  the  Department,  and  the 
land  applied  for  is  therefore  clear.  Favourable 
reports  have  been  received  from  officers  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  showing  that  the  land 
is  not  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes,  is  not 
valuable  for  the  timber  growing  thereon,  and  that 
the  Company  should  have  control  of  it  to  protect 
the  power-station.  The  land  has  been  valued  at 
.$10  per  acre  and  the  purchase  price  has  been  paid 
in  full.

1923,  to  November  17th,  1923,  both 
dates  inclusive.

European  Partridge,  in  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict,  in  that  portion  thereof  situate  and  lying  on 
the  Mainland  known  and  defined  as  the  Delta 
Municipality,  open  season  from  November  17th, 
1923,  to  November  30tli,  1923,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Islands  Electoral  District 
known  and  defined  as  North  Saanich,  and  those 
further  portions  of  Vancouver  Island  known  and 
defined  as  South  Saanich  and  Highland  Districts, 
open  season  from  October  15th,  1923,  to  October

Bag  Limits. 

Big  Game. 

In  respect  of  big  game  throughout  the  Province 
as  defined  in  the  “  Game  Act,”  no  person  shall  any¬ 
where  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 
t lie  open  season  more  than  three  Deer,  all  of  which 
must  be  of  the  male  sex,  and  no  person  shall  kill 
or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during  the  open 
season  more  than  three  Bear  of  any  species  other 
than  Grizzly,  and  north  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  two  Grizzly  Bear; 
south  of  the  main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
Railway,  one  Grizzly  Bear. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Province  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  no 
person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in 
their  possession  during  the  open  season  more  than 
two  Sheep  of  any  one  species,  or  three  altogether, 
of  the  male  sex. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Columbia,  Fernie, 
Cranbrook,  Cariboo,  and  Lillooet,  no  person  shall 
at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
more  than  one  Mountain-sheep  of  the  male  sex. 

Game  Birds. 

No  person  shall  in  any  district  hereinafter  desig¬ 
nated  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any  greater 
number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily  bag  limit  here¬ 
inafter  set  out  respectively ;  nor  kill,  take,  or  have 
in  their  possession  during  the  entire  open  season 


any  greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the  total 
bag  limit  so  set  out : — 

Western  District. — Pheasants,  cocks  only :  Daily 
bag  limit,  G;  total  bag  limit,  25. 

In  the  districts  where  the  season  is  open  for  the 
shooting  of  cock  and  hen  pheasants :  Daily  bag 
limit,  6,  of  which  only  2  shall  be  hens;  total  bag 
limit,  25  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Quail:  Daily  bag  limit,  20;  total  bag  limit,  150. 

European  Partridge:  Daily  bag  limit,  G;  total 
bag  limit,  25. 

Grouse:  Daily  bag  limit,  5  Blue  and  5  Willow 
Grouse;  total  bag  limit,  50  in  the  aggregate. 

Eastern  District. — South  Okanagan  and  Similka¬ 
meen  Electoral  Districts,  and  the  Municipality  and 
District  Municipality  of  Salmon  Arm  :  Pheasants, 
cock  birds  only,  4  iu  one  day  ;  total  bag  limit,  12. 

Quail  (Similkameen  and  South  Okanagan  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts)  :  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag 
limit,  50. 

Grouse  and  Ptarmigan  (Northern  and  Eastern 
Districts)  :  6  of  one  species  or  12  of  all  species  iu 
one  day  ;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Throughout  the  Province. — Ducks:  Daily  bag 
limit,  20;  total  bag  limit,  150. 

Geese:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Brant :  Daily  bag  limit,  10 ;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Black-breasted  and  Golden  Plover  and  Greater 
and  Lesser  Yellowlegs :  Daily  bag  limit,  15  iu  the 
aggregate  of  all  kinds;  total  bag  limit,  150  iu  the 
aggregate. 

Wilson  Snipe:  Daily  bag  limit,  25;  total  bag 
limit,  150. 

Coots :  Daily  bag  limit,  25 ;  total  bag  limit,  150. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  con¬ 
stable  or  Game  Warden,  furnish  satisfactory  proof 
to  him  of  the  dates  on  which  any  big  game  or  game 
birds  w'ei'e  killed  or  taken. 

2.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of  the 
Province,  namely: — 

(a.)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Elec¬ 
toral  District. 

(b.)  That  portion  of  the  Dewdney  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  known  as  the  Colony  Farm. 

That  portion  of  the  District  Municipality 
of  Burnaby  bounded  as  follows :  Commencing  at 
the  junction  of  Sperling  Avenue  and  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  British  Columbia  Electric  Railway  Com¬ 
pany,  Limited  ;  thence  due  north  to  the  line  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway;  thence  following  the  said 
railway  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  Cariboo 
Road ;  thence  southerly  along  the  Cariboo  Road 
to  the  right-of-way  of  the  British  Columbia  Elec¬ 
tric  Railway  Company,  Limited ;  thence  westerly 
along  the  line  of  the  British  Columbia  Electric 
Railway  to  point  of  commencement. 

( d. )  Those  further  portions  of  the  said  District 
Municipality  of  Burnaby  known  respectively  as  the 
Oakalla  Prison  Farm  and  Central  Park. 

(e.)  That  portion  of  the  Municipality  of  Point 
Grey  lying  to  the  north  and  to  the  east  of  Marine 
Drive. 

(/. )  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  described 
as  follows : — Between  the  high-water  mark  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island  and  a  line  drawn  as  follows:  Com¬ 
mencing  at  Brechin  Point,  Departure  Bay,  near 
(lie  City  of  Nanaimo;  thence  iu  an  easterly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Newcastle 
Island;  thence  south-easterly  to  the  most  easterly 
point  on  Newcastle  Island ;  thence  to  the  most 
wesV'y  point  on  Protection  Island;  thence  south¬ 
easterly  to  Gallows  Point  on  Protection  Island ; 
thence  to  Jack’s  Point  on  Vancouver  Island ;  thence 
in  a  westerly  direction  to  Stevens  &  Wright’s 
shingle-mill  on  Vancouver  Island. 

(.0.)  That  portion  of  the  Nelson  District 
described  as  follows:  Commencing  on  the  north 
shore  of  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  at  Wil¬ 
low  Point  Wharf ;  thence  following  the  north  shore 
and  Du  ham  el  or  G-Mile  Creek  Roads  to  the  inter¬ 
section  of  the  said  Duhamel  Creek  Road  with  the 
First  West  Fork  of  Duhamel  Creek;  thence  follow¬ 
ing  the  said  First  West  Fork  to  its  source;  thence 
in  a  southerly  direction  following  the  divide  be¬ 
tween  Duhamel  Creek  and  the  West  Arm  of 
Kootenay  Lake  and  Grohman  Creek  to  the  mouth 
of  said  Grohman  Creek;  thence  following  the  north 
shore  of  the  said  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  to 
the  point  of  commencement.

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3.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  ( 1 ) 
ot  section  -K  of  the  “ Game  Act,”  as  to  the  buying, 
selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big  game  and 
game  birds,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  game  law¬ 
fully  killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to  the 
extent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out,  as 
follows : — 

(a.)  A  loose  and  Caribou,  bulls  over  1  year  of 
age,  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin  and  Omi- 
neea,  from  October  1st,  1923,  to  December  15th, 
1923,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(6.)  Hear,  in  the  Northern  District,  from  Sep¬ 
tember  1st,  1923,  to  June  30th,  1924,  both  dates 
inclusive;  and  in  the  Eastern  District,  from  Sep¬ 
tember  15th,  1923,  to  June  30th,  1924,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

4.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking,  or  having 
in  possession  of  Quuil,  Pheasants,  Prairie-chicken, 
or  Partridges  when  snow  is  on  the  ground. 

Further,  that  no  game  birds  shall  be  hunted  from 
an  automobile  or  any  other  vehicle  either  off  or 
on  a  highway  at  any  time.

D.  Carter,  \  T1THEREAS  His  Honour 
Deputy  -j  VV  the  Lieutenant- Gover- 
Attorney-General.  [  nor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  His  Executive  Council,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  30  of  1919,  being  the  “  Grazing 
Act,”  has  constituted  the  areas  described  here¬ 
under  as  Grazing  Districts,  to  be  known  as  Cariboo 
Grazing  District,  Cranbrook  Grazing  District,  Fort 
George  Grazing  District,  Kamloops  Grazing  Dis¬ 
trict,  Nelson  Grazing  District.  Prince  Rupert  Graz¬ 
ing  District,  Vancouver  Grazing  District,  and  Ver¬ 
non  Grazing  District ; 

Now  know  ye  that,  in  pursuance  thereof,  We 
do  hereby  declare  that  the  following  described 
areas  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  constituted 
Grazing  Districts : —

Cariboo  Grazing  District. — Commencing  at  the 
point  of  intersection  of  the  124th  meridian  of  west 
longitude  with  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  ;

lots ;  thence  south-easterly  in  a  straight  line  to 
the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  83,  Range  4,  Coast 
District;  thence  southerly  following  the  easterly 
boundary  of  said  Lot  83  to  the  south-east  corner 
thereof;  thence  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to 
and  along  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed 
of  the  Nil  hi  River,  and  continuing  thence  southerly, 
passing  to  the  west  of  Holy  Cross  Lake  and  along 
the  eastern  extremities  of  Cheslatta,  Bird,  and 
Lucas  Lakes  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  2618 
of  said  Range  4,  Coast  District;  thence  southerly 
following  the  easterly  boundary  of  said  Lot  2618 
to  the  south-east  corner  thereof,  being  a  point  at 
the  easterly  extremity  of  Natalkuz  Lake ;  thence 
in  a  south-westerly  direction  to  and  along .  the 
easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  the  Entiako 
and  Ulghak  Rivers  to  the  height  of  land  between 
G  itcho  and  Lliguk  Lakes;  thence  in  a  southerly 
direction,  crossing  Dean  River,  to  the  height  of 
land  separating  the  waters  flowing  southerly  into 
the  Hotnarko  River  from  those  flowing  northerly 
into  said  Dean  River,  and  continuing  south-easterly 
along  said  height  of  land  to  the  divide  separating 
Charlotte  Lake  and  the  headwaters  of  McClinehy 
Creek;  thence  in  a  south-westerly  direction  follow¬ 
ing  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  the 
Klinaklini  River  to  and  along  the  southerly  bound¬ 
ary  of  the  watershed  of  Machmell  River,  and  pass¬ 
ing  between  the  headwaters  of  Nichanz  and  Sey¬ 
mour  Rivers  to  and  along  the  divide  between  Alison 
Sound,  Mereworth  Sound,  and  Peck  Lake  to  I  he 
south,  and  Long  Lake  and  Wyclees  Lagoon  and  its 
influence  to  the  north,  to  Cape  Caution,  the  point 
of  commencement. 

Vancouver  Grazing  District. — Commencing  at  that 
point  on  the  491  h  parallel  of  north  latitude  which  is 
intersected  by  the  height  of  land  between  the  Skagit 
and  Similkameen  Rivers;  thence  in  a  general  north¬ 
erly  direction  following  said  height  of  land,  and 
passing  around  the  headwaters  of  said  Skagit  River 
In  the  south-east  corner  of  Section  35.  Township  4, 
Range  28.  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  being  a  point  on 
the  easterly  boundary  of  the  Dominion  Government 
Railway  Bell  ;  thence  northerly  following  said  east¬ 
erly  boundary  of  said  Railway  Belt  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  Township  10,  Range  28,  west  of  the  6tli 
meridian ;  thence  west  along  the  north  boundaries 
of  said  Township  10,  Range  23,  and  of  Township  10 
in  Ranges  24  ,  25,  26,  27.  28,  and  29.  and  the  south 
boundary  of  Township  11  in  said  Range  29,  the 
south-west  corner  of  said  Township  11,  being  a 


point  on  the  westerly  boundary  of  said  Railway 
Belt;  thence  northerly  following  said  westerly 
boundary  of  said  Railway  Belt  to  the  parallel  of 
latitude  of  fifty  degrees  and  fourteen  minutes  (50° 
14')  ;  thence  west  along  said  parallel  to  the  easterly 
boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Lillooet  Lake;  thence 
in  a  general  north-westerly  direction  along  said 
boundary  of  said  watershed  to  th£  south-west  corner 
of  Lot  3.251,  Lillooet  Land  District;  thence  north¬ 
erly  following  the  westerly  boundary  of  said  I-ot 
1251  and  the  easterly  boundary  of  Lot  1547  of  said 
Lillooet  District  to  the  north-east  corner  of  said 
Lot  1547 ;  thence  in  a  general  north-westerly  direc¬ 
tion,  passing  around  the  headwaters  of  Phelix  Creek, 
to  and  along  the  height  of  land  separating  the 
waters  flowing  southerly  into  the  Lillooet  River 
from  those  flowing  northerly  to  the  intersection  of 
the  124th  meridian  of  west  longitude  with  the  51st 
parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  continuing  thence  in 
a  north-westerly  direction  to  and  along  the  head¬ 
waters  of  the  Southgate  River  to  meet  the  Homathko 
River  at  Waddington  Canyon ;  thence  across  said 
Homathko  River  in  a  north-westerly  direction  and 
crossing  Chromium  Creek  to  meet  the  Klinaklini 
River  at  the  portage  between  Klinaklini  Lake  and 
third  Canoe  Landing  on  said  Klinaklini  River,  and 
continuing  thence  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to 
the  westerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  said 
Klinaklini  River;  thence  in  a  south-westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  and  along  the  southerly  boundary  of  the 
watershed  of  Machmell  River,  and  passing  between 
the  headwaters  of  Nichanz  and  Seymour  Rivers  to 
and  along  the  divide  between  Alison  Sound,  Mere- 
worth  Sound,  and  Peck  Lake  to  the  south,  and  Long 
Lake  and  Wyclees  Lagoon  and  its  influents  to  the 
north,  to  meet  the  coast-line  at  Cape  Caution ; 
thence  into  and  along  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  pass¬ 
ing  south-easterly  paralleling  the  westerly  coast  of 
Vancouver  Island  to  meet  the  International  Bound¬ 
ary  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  of 
America  ;  thence  easterly  and  northerly  along  said 
International  Boundary  to  the  49th  parallel  of  north 
latitude ;  thence  east  along  said  parallel  to  the  point 
of  commencement. 

Vernon  Grazing  District. — Commencing  at  the 
south-east  corner  of  Section  4,  Township  66, 
Osoyoos  Land  District,  being  a  point  on  the  49th 
parallel  of  north  latitude ;  thence  due  north  to  the 
southerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  McKinney 
Creek ;  thence  westerly  and  northerly  to  and  along 
the  westerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  the  West- 
kettle  River  to  intersect  the  height  of  land  between 
the  waters  flowing  northerly  into  Mission  Creek 
and  those  flowing  southerly  into  the  Kettle  River, 
and  continuing  thence  in  a  north-easterly  direction 
to  and  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  watershed 
of  said  Kettle  River  to  meet  the  height  of  land 
separating  the  waters  flowing  easterly  into  the 
Arrow  Lakes  from  those  flowing  westerly,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  in  a  northerly  direction  along  said  height 
of  land  to  meet  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  Do¬ 
minion  Railway  Belt;  thence  westerly  and  south¬ 
erly  following  the  southerly  and  easterly  boundaries 
respectively  of  said  Railway  Belt  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Section  35,  Township  4,  Range  23.  west 
of  the  6th  meridian  ;  thence  easterly  and  southerly 
to  and  along  the  northerly  and  easterly  boundaries 
respectively  of  the  watershed  of  the  Skagit  River 
to  intersect  the  49th  parallel  of  latitude  aforesaid: 
thence  east  along  said  parallel  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.
